to the fleth) and preached in eatth the Goſpe 

of ſaluatio nytill at lengeh by tyranny of the 
pricltes , hee was guilkcles condemned vnder 
Pontus Pilaregthen Prelidear of Lury, & moſt 


flandrouſly hanged on the Croile berween two - 


theeues as a notorious treipailcr, where taking 
vponhim the puniſhmear of our finnes, he de- 
liuered vs from the curle of the law. 

And faraſmuch as hee beeing onely God 
could not feele dcath,hez 10yned both rogitner, 
and ſuffered his humanitic to be puniſhed with 


moſt cruel deathyfecling in himſclte the anger 


and ſcuere iudgemeart of God, eucn as hee had 
been in extreme torment of hell, and therfore 
cried with a loud voice: my God my God why 
haſt thou foriaken metThus of his mercy with- 
out compul:iion, hee offred vp himſelfe as the 
onely tacrifice ro purge the jinnes of all tne 
world, fo that all other ſacrifices for finne are 
blaſphemous, and derogate trom the ſufficien- 
cy hereof. Which dearh,albeitir did lufficient- 
ly reconcile vs to God , yet the {criprures com- 
monly do attribute our regeneration to his re- 
ſurre&ion.For as by riiiag again fromthe graue 
the third day he conquered death ; euen fo the 
victory of our taith ftand:th in his reſurreQion, 
and therfore without the one, we cannot feele 


the benefits of the other, For as by his dzarh ſin: 


was taken away,(o our righreouſnes was reſto- 
red by his 1elurreion. And becauſe hee would 
accompliſh all things, and take poſ[:flion for 
vs in his kingdome, hee aſcended into heaucn 
ro enlarge the ſam? kingdom, by the abundanr 
power of his ſpirit: by whom we are moſt aſſyu- 
red of his continuallinterceſlion rowards God 
the father for vs.

world, in preferuing and gouerring vs with his 
cite tuall power & grace , Who when all things 
are ful:lled which G O ÞD hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his Prophers ſince the worlde be- 


, wil comein the (ame viſible forme in rhe 
which he aſcended with an vaſpeakable maie-' 


ſtie power, & company,to (ſeperate the Lambes 
from rhe Goats,the ele@ from the reprobate.So 
thar none whether he be aliue then or dead be- 
fore,ſhal eſcape his judgement. 

Moreouec I belicu: and confeſſe the holy 
Ghoſt,God equal with the facher & the ſonne,

gaiderh vs vato all cruth,perſwading moſt aſſu- 
redly in our conſciences that we be the cluldre

pcr declareth that God as a molt prouidenc fa-

praicrs to ſaints, & for che dead,freewil,diſtinc- 
tion of meats, apparell & daies,yowes of ſingle 
life, preſence at idoll ſeruice,mans merits, with 
ſuch like , which draw vs from the ſocictic of 
Chriſtes Church , wherin Randeth onely remi(- 
lion of finnes purchaſed by Chriſtes blood to 
all them that belicue, whether they bee Iewes 
or Gentiles, andlead vs to yaine confidence in
